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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings were received on 6/24/2005. These drawings are acceptable. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Claims 1-24 are allowed over prior art of record. 

Independent claim 1 is allowed since the claim recites a method of magnetic 
transferring in which an origin is determined on the magnetic recording medium, and 
rotationally alignable alignment marks are provided on both sides of the recording 
medium and aligned with the master disc before recording. The closest prior art by 
Matsuda et al (US Pat. No. 6,721,113 B2) discloses positioning marks on a recording 
medium used in magnetic transfer recording. Matsuda fails to disclose alignment marks 
on both sides of the recording medium and also fails to disclose a rotationally alignable 
mark. 

Claims 2-15, 23, and 24 are allowed as being dependent upon the 
aforementioned independent claim. 

Independent claim 16 is allowed since the claim recites a magnetic transfer 
device in which a master disc has an alignment mark on at least one side and a 
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magnetic recording medium has rotationally alignable alignment marks on both sides, 
wherein the magnetic recording medium is aligned with the master disc. The closest 
prior art by Matsuda et al (US Pat. No. 6,721,113 B2) discloses positioning marks on a 
recording medium used in magnetic transfer recording. Matsuda fails to disclose 
alignment marks on both sides of the recording medium and also fails to disclose a 
rotationally alignable mark. 

Claims 17-22 are allowed as being dependent upon the aforementioned 
independent claim. 

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

a. Kamatani et al. (US Pat. No. 6,906,875 B2) discloses a magnetic 
transferring method in which the discs are aligned with regard to the center of the 
disc in a holder.
